General discontent in the Yaqui val- 
ley has been reported from Santa Ro- 
coast in California from the mouth of 
the Yaqui river.

In the shuffle his gun was 
discharged and 
Ezard was mortally 
wounded. 
Half an hour later Grain was called 
into the darkness of his porch and shot 
dead. The little boy was on the porch 
with his father and he also was shot 
and billed. Henry, after a time, gave 
himself up, then, he said he had no 
recollection of shooting anyone-

present, to pray before the shrine. 
By noon, .crowds, 
augmented by

streets. The! people stood for hours 
waiting for the cortege. 
At dusk when the illumination ot 
the route had been completed the Im 
perial coffin was placed in the funeral 
car at Oayama Palace, and the pro 
cession formed with a large military 
force at its head. Amid dull yellow 
and white banners and torches, came 
the funeral commissioners, accompan 
ied by their 
secretaries, and cour 
servants 
dressed 
in ancient robes 
Interspersed were men bearing ever 
green trees. 
The advance 61 the cortege was al 
most noiseless, the streets having been 
covered with a thick layer of sand 
The funeral flutes were heard as the 
funeral car itself apprached. It was 
led by Baron Hatona, minister of the 
Imperial household, a striking figure in 
white, whose way was emblazoned hi 
torches. 
Three white oxen in reserve ploddei 
ahead of the two which were yoke 
to the funeral car. The car was o 
cubic form, with its interior exquisiti 
ly lacquered, partly in black and part 
ly in chestnut.

The decision, of the cabinet in re- 
gard to the Panama-Pacific Exposl- 
on was announced in the house of 
ongress in the course of the after- 
ion. 
Premier Asquith informed the house 
lat in view of recent representations 
made by parliament, the government 
ad carefully reconsidered the ques- 
on, but that it had come to the con- 
lusion that it must adhere to its de- 
ermination. The premier added that 
o show that no question of unfriend- 
ness toward the opposition was in- 
olved, laid special stress on the ac- 
eptance by the government to par- 
icipate in the opening of the Panama 
anal and also on Great Britain's in- 
ention of sending a contingent of war- 
hipsr "showing the importance we at- 
ach to the occasion and to the good 
ill of the United States."

Marquette, Mich., May 25.—Under 
order of State Forester Warden Ootes. 
patrols have been established on all 
long spurs and main lines of every 
railroad in upper Michigan. The men 
will make prompt reports of fires-and 
will see that the only locomotives op- 
erated are engines with smokestacks 
screened.

Other offerings included 
gold brocade, damasks, silk and silk 
thread, all placed in a box made of 
willow branches. 
The Emperor paid his homage by 
reading an address. He 'was followed 
by others representing the court and 
the Empire. These, over, the curtains 
were drawn before the shrine and the 
Imperial coffin was borne to a special 
train conveying it to Komoyama, near 
Kioto, to be laid in a plot of land near 
the mausoleum of the Emperor Mut- 
suhito.

when the tree is In full bloom. 
As 
a rule, spraying 
is done 
on 
most 


fruit trees as the blossoms fall, but 
the Bordeaux mixture is not poisonous 
and so may be used when the tree is 
in full bloom and 
must be 
used at 


this time on the plums to prevent the 
disease 
causing the rot 
complained 


of.The formulas for Bordeaux mixture 
is as follows: 
Copper sull'ate (blue vitral) ... 4 Ibs. 
Fresli lime 
5 Ibs. 
Water 
50 gal. 


Of course, for only one tree a very 


much smaller quantity would be re- 
quired. 
Most people, however, have 
other uses for Bordeaux mixture and 
it is therefore well to make quite a 
quantity. 
One-fourth amount 
given 
above will be sufficient for 12 to 15 
trees of ordinary size.

(1) Have en hand three barrels and 
two pails (wood or flber). 


(2) Twenty-five gallons of water in 
each of two of the barrels. 


(,'i) Dissolve "1 pounds of copper sul- 


fate in one barrel by suspending in 
a coarse burlap as near the surface 
of the water as possible; in this way 
it will dissolve 
in a few 
minutes, 


while if allowed to settle to the bot- 
tom it would require several hours 
to dissolve. 


(4) Place the 
lime in a 
pail and 
slake by adding water slowly until a 
paste is formed. 
(The lime for Bor- 
deaux mixture should 
be slaked ex- 
actly as for building purposes. 


(5) Pour this lime paste into tli 


second barrel and stir thoroughly. 


(6) Add the required amount of 
arsenate of lead to the lime water. 


(7) Now pour into the third (emp- 
ty) barrel first a pailful of the copper 
suH'ate solution, then a pailful of the 
lime water, or better, let two persons 
work at the job, pouring together. 


(S) The resultant mixture 'should 
be of an intense blue color. 
If any 
tinge of green appears It is not gooa 
Bordeaux mixture. 
(9) The lime-water should be strain- 
ed to remove the 
coarse particles 


which serve to clog the nozzles in 
spraying. 


(10) 
Sufficient lime must be used 
to combine with all of the snlfate or 
harm will result. The formula given 
above provides an excess, but such 
excess is preferable to a slight de- 
ficiency. 
Use all of the lime water. 


(11) 
Test the mixture. It is always 
advisable to test every barrel of the 
mixture before using 
to 
detect the 
presence of any free or uncombined 
copper, which might injure foliage. 
Test. 
Dip a 
bright, clean, steel 
knife 
blade 
info the 
prepared Bordeaux 


mixture; if any, even 
the 
slightest 
deposit of copper 
appears 
on 
the 
blade after a few moments^ exposure 
to the air, it is an 
indication that 
more lime is needed. 
The knife blade should be thorough- 


ly whetted before using for a second 
test. This is simple and fairly relia- 
ble.

Put 
the jar, packed as full as possible, 
under the cold water tap, and let the 
water run to overflow the jar, then 
seal and keep in a cool place.
